JUDGE SHACKLEFORD, of the Ten- 
nessee Supreme Bench, is as honest as 
any one can be who bows to Radical 
behests. He is actuated with a desire 
to do justice, and fails in it only 
through ignorance, when at all, if the 
matter in hand involves ne political 
question. BROWNLow, when urged to 
fill the vacancy into which ANDREWs 
was afterward put, declared that no 
one should go on the bench who would 
not sustain the acts of the Legislature. 
Of course he referred to questions of a 
political cast. When these were 
reached, no matter how infamous or 
unconstitutional a law, “hands off, 
Messrs. Judges.” If a law con- 
fiscated the property of every 
Conservative in the State, a Supreme 
Judge pronounced against it at 
the peril of his official head. If 
he could not reconcile it with his con- 
science to trail the ermine of his high 
office in the dust of partizanship, he 
was at least expected to delay, and by 
the use of those means so'readily in- 
voked, defeat the ends of justice. 
True, he could resign; but offices are 
few and comfortable, and applicants 
many; besides, a bird in the hand is 
worth two in the bush. The race of 
men who resign fine positions became 
practically extinct when Radicalism 
sprang into existence, and Judge 
SHACKLEFORD was not anxious to 
shine asarelict.
